The independent claims from which depending claims 2-4 and 15-20 depended; claims 1 
and 8, were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as relating to software only: As part of thai ; " ~ ' 
rejection, the Examiner noted that "at least one of the elements in the body of the claim must 
include hardware in accordance with the disclosure " 

New claim 21 is a combination of claims 1 and 2. New claim 22 is a combination of 
claims 1 and 4. New claim 23 is a combination of claims 8, 1 1, 14 and 15. New claim 24 is a 
combination of claims 8 and 16. ' .. ... 

The undersigned thanks Examiner Neveen Abel Jalil for having a telephone interview 
during which corrections to original claims 1 and 8 were discussed: In"each of riewcMs"21-2Z 
and 23-24 the base portion, coming from claims 1 and 8, respectively, has been amended as" " 
discussed with the Examiner.

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Depending claims 5-7 nave been amended to now depend from new claim 21, depending 
claims 9, 10, 12 and 1 3 have been amended to now depend from new claim 23 and depending 
claims 17-19 have been amended to depend from new claim 24.
